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Under the joint auspices the American Trudeau 
Society and the Public Health Service, group 
tuberculosis control officers from the Pacific 
States gathered Sacramento September 13th and 
14th discuss their mutual problems. Dr. 
Hilleboe, the Medical Director charge the newly 
and his Chief Radiologist, Dr. Russell Morgan, were 
the guests the conference. Representatives the 
State Departments Health Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho, and California, well from some the 
larger counties and cities Oregon and California, 
were present. 

Coming the heels the announcement that the 
Bulwinkle Bill had been passed Congress and signed 
the President, this meeting took special impor- 
tance, since served forum the subject the 
tuberculosis program which the Federal Govern- 
ment about half-day sessions were 
held. 
The first session was devoted recital each 
the present tuberculosis program his 
jurisdiction. Dr. Alan Hart represented the State 
Idaho, Dr. Northrop, the State Washington, 
Dr. William Murlin, the State Oregon, Dr. Edward 
Kupka, the State California, Dr. Speros, the 
City Portland, Dr. George Becker, the City San 
Francisco, Dr. Harry Cohn, the City Los Angeles, 
Dr. Chesley Bush, Alameda County, Dr. Gerald 
Santa Clara County, Dr. Gordon Winter, 
County. Dr. Bellinger, Salem, Oregon, 
the First Vice President the American Trudeau 
was present, were Dr. Cameron Guild, 
Executive Secretary the American Trudeau Society, 
William Wagner Redwood City, Dr.

Clark San Francisco, Drs. Harrison, Weber, and 
Kaiser the Dr. Waldo Oechsli, Olive

was evident that great variation existed the 
practices and programs the various jurisdictions, 
some being based evolution, some the 
availability funds, and some the special problems 
met. 


The second session was devoted the 
minimal lesion, the most common eategory pul- 
monary tuberculosis being discovered present day 
mass surveys. Dr. Chesley Bush presented series 
which had come under his observation, high 
lighting the special problems diagnosis and dispo- 
sition which these cases present. Dr. Morgan presented 
special series films for diagnosis the group, 
which wide differences opinion were elicited because 
their border-line character; this emphasized the 
need further clinical and laboratory investigation, 
well adequate observation over period time 
for final adjudication activity inactivity the 
lesion seen the X-ray film. 


The third session represented the high point the 
meeting, since was devoted the proposed Federal 
program, which being planned the Federal 
Bureau Dr. Hilleboe made exhaus- 
tive presentation the fields tuberculosis control 
which his agency expend men, money, and effort. 

preliminary, was explained that certain 
proportion the Bulwinkle funds which, though 
already authorized legislative action, will not 
actually appropriated until several weeks hence, will 
used partly for the increase size and functions 
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the Federal Bureau Tuberculosis itself, with much 
larger proportion used for State grants 
strengthen local programs all over the United States. 
Dr. Hilleboe emphasized the need for decentralized 
control program, based the conception 
losis being primarily family epidemic. The expendi- 
tures for the Federal Bureau Tuberculosis are 
expected reach approximately one and one-half 
million dollars for the first year. The tentative plan 
the following subdivisions: 


Field Study Section Conducting Research 
($350,000) 


The minimal lesion studies which include not 
only the work being done draft rejectees 
with minimal tuberculosis New York City 
and the long-term BCG Indians, but also 
the very extensive tuberculin-X-ray study 
student nurses 35,000 student nurses scat- 
tered 235 hospitals. 


Case holding and record analysis particularly 
aimed improving record keeping and statis- 
tical methods. This section will aid the 
establishment adequate case registries, 
which represents great unfilled need 
tuberculosis control. 


Other research plans will the local economic 
unit, the laboratory investigating unit, and 
the chemotherapy unit. This represents 
incomplete list, and other types investiga- 
tions will entered into the program 
expands and changes. 


Radiology Section ($150,000), under Dr. Morgan, 
will start off with three main

ther application this new science X-ray. 


shop-equipment laboratory, and 


In-service training unit for the purpose 
giving X-ray experience technicians and 
physicians the Bethesda headquarters. 


The State Aid Control Section ($1,000,000) will 
the section giving service the field. 
proposed place full-time tuberculosis con- 
sultant commissioned officer the Service 
each the U.S. districts. These officers 
will not only aid setting programs the 
States within the districts, but will serve the 
administrators for the new 
units which will kept active service the 
areas greatest need. These units will 
addition the several similar units already acti- 
vated and largely working war industrial 
areas, consisting medical officer, public 
health nurse, two technicians, and record 
analyst. They will function chiefly demon- 
stration projects, and will not only engage 
mass case finding large scale, but also will 
give technical consultation 
physicians the area where they operate. 
also planned train physicians the service 


especially for the purpose being assigned 
tuberculosis control officers those States which 
present have tuberculosis agency within 
their health departments. 

Dr. Hilleboe dwelt especially upon the training 
program. Even normal times would 
difficult supply the suddenly increased demand 
for physicians with sufficient experience tuber- 
During wartime this difficulty magni- 
fied. Present plans made cooperation with the 
University Michigan School Health 
are set four-month course the Ann 
Arbor campus, giving concentrated training 
and public health followed 
two months spent with the headquarters the 
Tuberculosis Division Bethesda, and possibly 
two more months later directed field work. 


also planned appoint the bureau 
number consultants. These will constitute 
elastic advisory group, members which 
may called for shorter longer periods for 
service specialized type with the division. 


preparation for setting the bases 
which State grants aid will made, 
planned send very extensive questionnaires 
all State health departments, which will give 
information concerning all details present 
control programs. These will constitute blue- 
print. the present program. Based the 
data derived from this questionnaire, the Tuber- 
culosis Division and State health officers will 
build beginning program for the immediate 
future and make detailed plans for the last half 
1945. The amount money appro- 
priated each State will depend upon three 
factors: population, the financial status, and the 
extent the problem. 


regard the problem Federal subsidy 
for nonresident tuberculous, Dr. Hilleboe asked 
that each State prepare list names such 
nonresident patients who are currently receiving 
hospital care. emphasized that the whole 
burden must not considered Federal 
obligation,.but that State and local jurisdictions 
will expected share the outlay necessary 
for this purpose. 


The fourth and final session was devoted recent 
developments radiology applicable tuberculosis, 
and Dr. Russell Morgan was the principal speaker. 
After reviewing briefly some the principles under- 
lying adequate chest X-ray films, and showing the 
relationship between the degree contrast the 
films and the great physiological variation observing 
eyes, Dr. Morgan pointed out the relative inaccuracy 
setting the controls the average apparatus such 
way that the proper amount radiation reaches 
the film. This difficulty, due not much tissue 
thickness the patient, which can compensated for, 
but more tissue density, which can not judged, 
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makes necessary certain compensating developing tech- 
niques. 

equalize the quantity radiation which reaches 
the film, Dr. Morgan has developed clever device 
called the timer. This has proved 
efficient large seale field operations, but yet has 
not appeared commercially. consists lens and 
photoelectric tube seated the wall 
the light type hood between the fluorescent screen 
and the camera. The light rays emanating from that 
part the screen illumined the subclavicular areas 
the chest, are caught the lens and directed into 
the photoelectric tube. When certain intensity has 
been reached, the current shut off, and the radiation 
ceases. necessary only set the control panel 
suitable average formula kilovolts and mili- 
amperes, and the photoelectric timer shuts off the 
such time when just sufficient amount 
radiation has been released produce film 
adequate contrast, and proper interpretability. 

The photo timer, course, simplifies the technician’s 
task making unnecessary measure the thickness 
each chest being X-rayed, and assures more even 
level film quality. Since all films then may 
developed the maximum extent, also simplifies 
developing procedures. Thus simultaneously saves 
time and better films. The principle outlined 
above can course applied other than chest 
roentgenography. 

evident from the foregoing description, the 
material presented this conference was the most 
practical value and was welcomed all attendance. 
planned repeat this type conference annually 
here, well other sections the Country. This 
will not only keep each control officer acquainted with 
what his neighbors are doing, but will serve for 
exchange information between the Federal Division 
and the men doing the work the States, counties, 
and cities. 


HEALTH EDUCATION PROGRAM ADVANCES 


During the month the department cooperated with 
local health officers throughout the State the devel- 
opment health educational programs local com- 
munities. This activity covered education indus- 
trial workers tuberculosis and heart disease, and 
program reach merchant seamen arriving and 
shipping out California ports relative venereal 
disease prevention. Films this subject were shown 
night shipbuilding yards aboard hulls under 
and open areas, reaching many thou- 
sands employees. 


RABIES CALIFORNIA 


The present rabies situation California calls for 
extreme alertness the part all local health officers. 
The death, about the middle September, three 
and half year old child, who had been bitten 
rabid dog Albany, focuses the attention all health 
officers upon the need for the adoption preventive 
measures and for the exercise rigid control over 
dogs and cats those communities where rabies 
known present. During the past year the disease 
has been found Kern, Imperial, Tulare, Kings, 
Fresno, Los Angeles, Monterey, Napa, Contra Costa, 
Riverside, Sacramento, San Bernardino, San Diego, 
San Luis Obispo, Santa Cruz, Solano, Sonoma, Stani- 
slaus, and Alameda counties. 

The latest area visited this disastrous 
disease dogs the east shore San Francisco Bay, 
particularly Berkeley, Albany, Cerrito, Rich- 
mond and Crockett. man and woman Berkeley 
were bitten rabid dog, examination the head 
which, the State Laboratory, proved the presence 
the disease the animal. Dr. Frank Kelly, 
City Health Officer, immediately placed restrictions 
all dogs the district. letter with infor- 
mation pertaining the control rabies was dis- 
tributed all dog owners and other individuals 
the district. Approximately 500 these letters were 
given auxiliary policemen who were detailed 
assist their distribution. The dog strayed into 
Albany where was killed policeman, not before 
had bitten the child, however, whose fatal case has 
been mentioned. One dog bitten the animal and 
two contacts are still under observation. Control 
measures have been adopted Albany and dog owners 
have been instructed keep their animals under con- 
trol all times. 

Cerrito, dog which died veterinary 
hospital was reported positive for rabies. Two dogs 
and cat, contacts, are under observation where they 
will remain for days. The city council Cer- 
rito adopted ordinance requiring the restriction 
all dogs the premises owners. This will prob- 
ably modified apply only designated areas. 
Arrangements are being made pick all dogs 
found large the designated area and other sections 
the city. Cerrito boy aged seven years was 
bitten dog which under observation but probably 
not rabid. 

Richmond stray dog picked near the city 
pound died, and examination the animal proved 
positive for rabies. Although other cases have 
been reported, all dogs found running large are 
being picked and owners have been instructed 
keep their animals under control all times. 
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Following the appearance rabies dogs 
Crockett, the county health officer placed quarantine 
upon all dogs and cats within the area. 


While rabies has been found Oakland, the 
health officer, because the presence the disease 
surrounding communities, has requested all dog 
owners control their dogs and report all cases 
dog bites the health police department. 


There are three factors involved the prevention 
and control rabies: 


Control the dog population, particularly the 
control stray dogs. 


The provision laboratory services enable 
early diagnosis all animals that are suspected 
rabies. 


The provision proper facilities for the treat- 
ment all human beings who may have been 
bitten rabid animals. 


those communities where stray dogs are removed 
from the streets and placed pounds, rabies 
seldom The disease seldom reported 
house dogs dogs that are kept closely upon the 
premises their owners. quite probable that 
the disease always present certain wild carniv- 
erous mammals, but dogs constitute the greatest known 
reservoir infection. 


Vaccination Against Rabies 


There has been large amount discussion relative 
the value vaccinating dogs against this disease. 
Many experiments have been conducted researeh 
workers and various sorts vaccines have been admin- 
istered dogs many communities. Dr. Lester 
Webster the Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research has summarized the pertinent facts with 
regard rabies vaccination follows: 


immunization against rabies 
definite possibility which engaging the attention 
groups workers several laboratories but 
has yet been developed with sufficient 
qualifications justify compulsory vaccination dog 
other animal population. Rather, attention should 
paid the progress experiments this field 
dispassionately and critically and with confidence 
that satisfactory vaccine developed will 
adopted with enthusiasm. The treatment human 
beings who have been bitten rabid animals most 
important. There has been some question 
whether wounds inflicted rabid animals should 
cauterized with concentrated nitrie Dr. Web- 
ster states, ‘‘It has long been known that the hot 


iron fuming acid constitutes one the best 
methods destroying living cells. The destruction 
and permanent scarring tissue heat acid 
deemed small price pay for the supposed simul- 
taneous destruction the dangerous germ cell. 
What nitric acid does the rabies virus when applied 
wound inflicted rabid dog not certainly 
known. More controlled experiments this question 
are needed. Until such evidence forthcoming 
remains wise adhere the established routine for 
the local treatment persons exposed rabies. The 
New York City Department Health the 
following procedure: cauterizing bite, vaseline 
should applied around the wound order avoid 
having the acid drip. Fuming acid should then 
applied drop drop from the point tapered 
glass rod from pipette. Bony, carti- 
laginous bloodless parts should avoided 
possible and should treated later with pure 
acid. Wounds should not sutured. Omission 
modification this admittedly heroic and sometimes 
disfiguring treatment, especially cases face 
wounds infants, children females, matter 
for the considered judgment the attending physician, 
based the amount virus which believes was 
actually introduced into the particular wound.’’ 


Treatment 


Vaccine treatment rabies consists daily 
tions vaccine under the skin for least days. 
The vaccine supposed set defensive processes 
the treated person which prevent the rabies virus 
introduced into the wound from establishing itself 
the central nervous system. There are several dif- 
ferent types this vaccine use, all which are 
based upon the principle discovered Pasteur. Bites 
the face and localities close the central nervous 
system are particularly dangerous. The virus finds 
the shorter route the central nervous system, making 
the prevention the development the disease more 
difficult and hazardous. 


Dr. Webster states that ‘‘the chances the develop- 
ment rabies person bitten rabid dog are 
one 500 the treatment taken but the treat- 
ment refused the risk contracting the disease 
unknown.’’ true that small proportion indi- 
viduals who have been bitten rabid animals and 
who refuse the vaccine treatments not contract the 
disease. Because the extreme suffering involved 
rabies, certainly one who bitten rabid animal 
ean afford refuse the preventive treatment. 
human being who has contracted the disease has ever 
recovered from it. The treatment preventive only.

Symptoms Rabies Animals 

not always easy diagnose rabies animal 
and the judgment the experienced veterinarian 
doctor medicine should depended upon. There 
are certain common symptoms, however, that should 
considered evidence for suspecting rabies and 
for reporting the animal the health authorities: 

Sudden changes disposition. 
Unusual nervousness irritability. 
Tendency leave home. 
Change voice. 
Refusal eat. 
Tendency snap bite without provocation. 
Weakness paralysis the legs lower jaw. 


Common Fallacies 


Rabies not product ‘‘dog days.’’ The disease 
animals fact more prevalent during the winter 
and spring months than during the so-called ‘‘dog 
days’’ August. The term, ‘‘mad dog,’’ mis- 
nomer, for the animal not primarily mentally 
afflicted but suffering from acute infectious 
disease that involves the central nervous system. 
Rabid dogs not running about wildly seeking 
their victims. The disease certain stage causes 
paralysis the throat muscles and the animal vainly 
strives use the bound muscles. Consequently, 
bites any objects that come within his range. Rabid 
horses, for example, are known gnaw through the 
wooden bars gates and fences their efforts use 
the paralyzed muscles their throats. Rabid dogs 
not necessarily froth the mouth, but the throat 
paralysis interferes with the swallowing saliva, 
which drips and drools from their mouths. 
The term, common usage, derived 
from words meaning fear water. This term also 
misnomer for the animal does not fear water but 
when attempts drink the paralyzed muscles pre- 
vent swallowing. Very often the mere sound 
running water causes convulsions both animals and 
human beings that are suffering from the disease. 
This the reaction caused the attempt contract 
the paralyzed muscles the throat. 


Not New Disease 


Rabies not new disease the Pacific Coast. 
Sefior Don Juan Obrigon, born Lower California 
1798 and who died 1902, account his life 
book entitled, ‘‘The Journey the Flame,’’ presented 
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the symptoms ever appear human being, his

Therefore, with caution and standing the center 
great bush hide red hair, watched. was 
which, following our tracks, jumped the air 
order locate us. Now the coyote animal 
curiosity, and robber which follows tracks 
for what may find, but does not hunt men.

thus jumps only when seeks hares, locate them 
they run and dodge about. When follows man’s 
track, seeking camp refuse leather chew up, 
slinks along, belly almost touching the ground, and 
taking advantage every bush for shelter against 
sight. Therefore, knew must coyote rabiosa, 
since being too insane for thought, followed only 
habit what instinct taught him destroy. Fearing 
man more than fears rabbit, the hydrophobic 
coyote hunts both the same way. 


mad coyote which hunts men treats them 
does rabbits, first moving slowly and tactfully 
not excite his prey. Then, when within striking 
distance, gives such burst speed makes him 
seem like streak lightning which arrives the 
horizon almost before has left the zenith. 


waited, seeing nose and pair ears 
appear intervals above the bushes which hid the 
beast. Each time saw the coyote’s ears they were 
nearer us. 


saw the great beast more plainly. Almost 
bare hair was, the fires madness roasted his 
body his eyes blurs blood, while from his open mouth 
hung dry and swollen tongue. drove war arrow 
into his left side that, bent his neck bite off 
the arrow’s shaft, his throat might exposed. Swiftly 
sent another arrow into his throat, and longer 
filled with foolish fears, took time driving third 
arrow lengthwise into his 


Dr. George Lyman’s book, ‘‘John Marsh, Pio- 
neer,’’ reference made the presence rabies 
dogs and cases hydrophobia cared for Dr. 
Marsh what now Contra Costa County and sur- 
rounding areas the early This district was, 
course, sparsely settled that early time and Dr. Marsh 
known have traveled least miles order 
for patients his extensive practice. 
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The first recorded presence rabies California 
was Pasadena 1899. Suspected cases wild ani- 
mals were reported after that time, notably 1909, 
near Morgan Hill Santa Clara County. school 
teacher went outing with three young boys 
Coyote Creek several miles east the town. The three 
boys were bathing the stream when lioness appeared 
suddenly, attacking one the boys, striking him with 
her claws and leaving wounds the scalp and ear. 
The teacher ran his assistance and the animal jumped 
upon her, knocking her down. effort prevent 
attacks her head and face she raised her left arm 
and attempted jab the lioness with hatpin. The 
teacher was badly wounded, her left arm being mangled 
from bites and scratches, with gashes the right arm, 
leg and back. There were also scratches and abrasions 
her head and face. Seven weeks later, after ap- 
parently uneventful recovery, she was taken violently 
ill with spectacular symptoms and died within one week. 
The boy who was first attacked the lioness returned 
his home Santa Cruz where died, with the cause 
death pronounced tetanus. 

Dr. Tracey Storer, now Professor Zoology the 
University California College Agriculture 
Davis, resurrected the presumptive data pertaining 
these cases after painstaking research. Study the 
reports physicians who attended one the cases led 
agreement that the cause death was rabies and 
not tetanus. Laboratory service that time was not 
available but the incubation periods involved and other 
factors virtually proved the diagnosis rabies. 

was not until 1915 when extensive outbreak 
rabies occurred and Lassen counties that 
the prevalence rabies wild animals California 
was definitely proved. Coyotes, which are numerous 
that portion the State, were responsible for 
extensive losses livestock amounting several hun- 
dred thousands dollars. single rabid coyote was 
known have bitten head cattle single day, 
the loss the entire herd. Even horses 
that district the State contracted the disease through 
bites inflicted rabid coyotes, causing further exten- 
sive losses the ranchers that part the State. 
Ordinarily, course, coyotes never approach human 
beings, but this outbreak coyotes were run over 
locomotives after having gotten the tracks while 
biting and snapping the rails and the locomotive. 

representative the United States Biological 
Survey stopped his automobile while passing herd 
eattle, the midst which was coyote biting and 
snapping the animals. When stopped the 
machine the coyote ran and was shot while within 
feet. The head, upon examination, proved positive 


for rabies and five animals the herd died the 
disease. 

another place coyote ran into railroad round- 
house and attacked employee. was killed before 
biting the man. This case was also proved bacterio- 
logically. 

Government surveyor was bitten night 
coyote that ran into his tent. examination 
that animal’s head also proved positive for rabies. 
this same time small town Nevada, coyote 
ran into bunkhouse, jumped bed, 
tearing and biting the covers. The man saved him- 
self pulling the bed covers over his head and calling 
for help. Before the animals was killed, four dogs, 
three hogs and one horse were bitten, all which later 
died rabies. 

All mammals may contract rabies but dogs constitute 
the chief reservoir infection. Skunks, mules, rats, 
goats, hogs, ground squirrels, well 
domestic cats, have been proved rabid California. 

The disease not often found rats and ground squir- 
rels but quite common skunks and some other 
wild animals. 

Since 1899, less than 19,926 cases animal rabies 
have been recorded the State. years, they are 
follows:

During the same period 100 human deaths from 
rabies have occurred the State.

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EMERGENCY ATTENDANCE REQUESTS BASED 
EPIDEMICS SCHOOLS 


The procedure for making emergency attendance 
requests based upon epidemics that was effect last 
year will continued for this school year (1944- 
1945). Applications for emergency attendance con- 
sideration based upon epidemics communicable dis- 
eases submitted the schools the State Department 
the end the school year, will 
submitted first the local health officer for his ap- 
proval. The form provides place for the signature 
the local health officer and expected state 
whether not there was epidemic. 


order that the health officer may position 
determine epidemic occurred the particular 
school school district the following suggestions are 
made: 


Upper respiratory infections: 


Health officers should require some kind 
weekly monthly report from the schools in- 
dicating the amount attendance lost from 
upper respiratory infections and other non- 
reportable infections such impetigo and 
These reports would provide basis 
upon which the health officer could determine 
the end the school year serious loss 
attendance occurred due these conditions. 
Requiring the reports made currently 
rather than the end the school year also 
provides the health officer with useful informa- 
tion the health situation the community. 


Reportable 


The health officer should insist upon complete 
reporting all reportable diseases. all 
school cases reportable diseases such 
mumps, measles, chickenpox, cetera are re- 
ported, the health officer will kept informed 
the situation and examining his records 
can determine the end the school year 
unusual number such cases and 
make his decision accordingly. 

The health officer should insist that all cases 
reported him the time they occur and 
not the end the school year. Such late 
reports are value the health officer 
communicable diseases, nor are they 
any value us.

BLIND RELIANCE RESPIRATORS 
PRODUCES HAZARD 


Various types respirators are frequently recom- 
mended for the control toxic materials work- 
rooms. The department found recently that air con- 
taining carbon monoxide concentrations was supplied 
directly into air respirators used for the protection 
workmen while performing sand blasting operations. 
The poisonous gas was produced the partial com- 
bustion lubricating oil the air compressor. 
Respirator protection was found ineffective, also, upon 
investigation air filter compressor line used 
for air-supplied helmet. Normally, the device 
would have prevented the inhalation silica dust 
but, because had not been cleaned for two years, 
its efficiency was lowered, making defective 
preventive silicosis. was determined, also, that 
filter pads used respirators for protection against 
lead encountered spraying lead paint are some- 
times improperly inserted into the protective device. 
Furthermore, there sometimes leakage con- 
taminated air around the edge the face piece. 

Industries employing these devices have been noti- 
fied take proper steps provide for the mainte- 
nance their operation.

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CLINICS FOR CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


During June, for crippled children were 
held San Luis Obispo, Contra Costa and Santa 
Barbara counties. Muscle nerve training were 
held Richmond, Martinez and Vallejo. During the 
month, 102 cases were accepted for care, through 
certificates issued the superior court, and 
through the use Federal funds. total 
special examinations was authorized during the 
month.

EMERGENCY MATERNITY AND INFANT CARE 
PROGRAM 


advisory committee has been appointed assist 
the department carrying activities related 
emergency maternity and infant care. New policies 
are being developed. During the past year total 
25,979 dependents service men were accepted 
for care under the program and, these, 11,291 com- 
pleted their care. total $1,187,989, date, has 
been paid 1,933 California physicians and 294 Cali- 
fornia hospitals participating the program this 
State. 


SUGAR SALVAGED 


San Francisco warehouse fire partly damaged 
227,000 lbs. sugar which was returned the re- 
finery under quarantine for reprocessing. Five thou- 
sand 100-lb. sacks escaped fire, smoke and water 
damage and were released unconditionally. The five 
layer paper sacks which the material was packed 
were not easily penetrated fire, smoke water. 
penetration, fact, beyond the third 
layer paper, which was specially treated. 
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DENTISTRY FOR RURAL CHILDREN 


The department, during June, provided dental 
services children Shasta, Lassen and Modoe 
These counties are lacking dental serv- 
ices because the entrance dentists into the armed 
services and because travel difficulties. one 
rural district Shasta County, 174 children school 
and preschool ages were examined and 171 were 
given necessary corrective care. Lassen County, 
out such children examined, were given essen- 
tial County, children were exam- 
ined and given corrective care. some portions 
these counties the nearest dentists are fifty miles 
away. 

Out total 284 children examined, per cent 
those school age had dental defects and per 
cent the preschool children had defective teeth. 
trailer equipped dental office was used for 
this work rural communities. 


DRIED APPLE POMACE HELD 


Approximately 475,000 lbs. apple pomace, stored 
the premises jam and jelly manufacturer, 
and labeled “For Stock Feed Only” and “For In- 
secticide were carefully examined for 
evidence filth, rodent and insect infestation. In- 
spection plants rural districts where the product 
was prepared, intended for stock food, showed gross 
insanitation. Steps were taken improve all con- 
ditions associated with the manufacture and distribu- 
tion the product.
